Warrant 


To R. H. Trecartin, a Constable in the Town of Phillips, in the County 
of Franklin, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby requested to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Phillips, qualified to 
vote in Town affairs, to assemble at Alumni Hall in said Town, on 
Monday, the seventeenth day of March, A. D. 1947, at ten o'clock in 
the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To hear reports and allow accounts of Town Officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, 
Treasurer, one or more members of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee, Road Commissioner, Collector, Fire Warden, one or more 
Constables, two or more Fence Viewers, Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
Surveyors of Wood and Bark, and other Town Officers required to 
be elected in March annually. 


Art. 5. To raise money for the Support of Schools. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to maintain a Free High 
School and raise money for the same. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the purchase of Text-books for the ensuing year, and proceed to 
raise the same. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for Apparatus and Appliances for School Purposes for the ensuing year, 
and proceed to raise the same. 
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Art. 9. To raise money to pay Interest on School Fund. 
Art. 10. To raise money for Repairs on School Property. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for the payment of Town Officers’ Bills for the past year, and 
proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for the payment of Town Charges for the ensuing year, and 
proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for Cutting Bushes on the improved roads in Town, and proceed 
to raise the same. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for the Support of Highways and Bridges in said Town for the 
ensuing year, and proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for Insurance on School Property, and proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to procure a Temporary Loan or Loans in anticipation of taxes for the 
purpose of paying obligations of the Town, such Loan or Loans to be 
paid during the current municipal year out of money raised during said 
current municipal year by taxes. 


Art. 17. . To see if the Town will vote to raise money to tar Village 
streets, and proceed to raise the same, also to take any other action in 
regard to the matter. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $100.00 
to pay Interest on its Outstanding Bonds, which will be due and pay- 
able during the current municipal year. 


Art. 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $2,000.00 
to pay Outstanding Bond due April Ist, 1947. 


Art. 20. To see what sum, if any, the Town will recommend to 
take from the joint State Aid account for the purpose of applying 
bituminous surface treatment to State Aid roads, built within the past 
five years, in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 132, P. L. 1935. 


Art. 21. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
and raise for State Aid Construction (in addition to the amount 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) under the 
provisions of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, under the provisions of 
Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1944, as amended. 


Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$926.00 for the maintenance of Third Class roads, and proceed to raise 
the same.

Art. 23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for Patrol of State Highway, and proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 24. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for Plowing and Breaking Winter Roads, and proceed to raise 
the same. 


Art. 25. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the improvement of the Cemeteries in Town, and proceed to raise 
the same. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the sale of the 
Prescott, Reed and Butterfield school buildings. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to build a new elementary 
school building and arrange for financing of same. 


Art. 28. To see what sum of money the Town will raise for ex- 
penses of Alumni Hall for free use of the schools. 


Art. 29. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will vote 
to appropriate for purchasing Snow Fence, and proceed to raise the 
same. 
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Art. 30. ‘To see what sum of money the ‘Town will vote to appro- 
priate to aid in the observance of Memorial Day, and proceed to raise 
the same. 


Art. 31. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
for the purchase of Books and for the support of the Free Public Library, 
and proceed to raise the same. 


Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its Treasurer, 
and his successor in office, until further action taken by the Town, to 
deed to the proper party any title or interest the Town may have ac- 
quired in real estate, through tax deeds or tax liens, upon payment to 
the Town of the amount of the tax and such interests and costs as may 
be determined by the Selectmen. 


Art. 33. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for the Abatement of Taxes for the ensuing year, and proceed to 
raise the same. 


Art. 34. To see if the Town will vote to commit the taxes of 1947 
on or before the first day of June, and when to make same payable. 


Art. 35. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Collector to 
mail a notice to each taxpayer on or before the twentieth of June, A. D. 
1947, giving the amount of tax, tax rate, date when unpaid taxes begin 
to draw interest, and the rate of interest. 


Art. 36. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to appro- 
priate for the Support of Poor for the ensuing year, and proceed to 
raise the same. 


Art. 37. To see whether or not the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) to be paid to the State 
of Maine Publicity Bureau to be expended and used for advertising 
the natural resources, advantages, and attractions of the State of Maine 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of Maine. 


Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Superin- 
tending School Committee to appoint a School Physician and what sum 
of money the Town will raise to pay for the services of same. 
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Art. 39. ‘Yo see if the Town will vote to accept the Cemetery 
‘Trust Funds as printed. 


Art. 40. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $500.00 
for the purpose of building a grand stand, and to improve the baseball 
diamond at Toothaker Park, so-called. 


Art. 41. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate $150.00 
for Public Health Nursing in Phillips, said sum to be expended by the 
State Bureau of Health for local service. 


Art. 42. To see what sum the Town will vote to raise for Mothers’ 


Aid, 


Art. 43. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the road lead- 
ing from the farm of George Keef to the Nathan Lake farm on Bray 
Hill, said Lake farm now owned by Ardine Moody. 


Art. 44. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the farm of Guy and Cora Stevens to the Avon Town line. 


Art. 45. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the Edwin Stinchfield farm now owned by George Palmer 
to Avon Town line. 


Art. 46. To see if the Town will raise the sum of $872.75, the 
Town’s share of State Aid road construction on Weld road in 1946, 
said sum authorized by vote in 1945 annual Town Meeting. 


Art. 47. To see if the Town will vote to change the course of 
the river near Fulton Wilbur’s to stop the water washing away the road, 
and raise money for the same. 


Art. 48. To see if the Town will vote to prohibit the parking of 
automobiles on the streets of the village from Nov. Ist to April Ist, 
from 11.00 P. M. to 6.00 A. M., and to provide a fine of not over ten 
dollars for each offense. 


Art. 49. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

School Department, Town of Phillips 
Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


There seems to be present in Phillips, to a considerable degree, 
a spirit of interest in the schools and a concern for their improvement. 
This is, indeed, a wholesome attitude for the citizens of any town. 
They are your schools, operated with your tax dollars, established for 
the educational improvement of your sons and daughters, they are 
truly your concern. This interest in school affairs has resulted in a 
signed petition, pledging cooperation and support to secure better edu- 
cational opportunities for the school children of Phillips through a 
Parent-Teachers’ Association. I feel sure that I can say for the entire 
teaching staff that this cooperation and support is welcomed, it is only 
in this way that we can progress. 

Educators the nation over have been concerned in the past ten 
to fifteen years with adapting the schools to the tempo of the changing 
times. At no time in the entire history of education have the schools 
been subjected to such critical scrutiny as during this period. This has 
resulted in many desirable practices and improvements, notably on the 
secondary level. The public, in general, is quite well satisfied with the 
work of elementary education. Professor Roger Holmes, of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education says, without qualification, that today’s 
youngsters read better, write better and spell better than ever before 
in the history of American education. Therefore, let us consider some 
of the major changes in secondary education. 

Without question the chief improvement centers around the cur- 
riculum, and many other improvements are very closely tied in with 
the curriculum. The increase in school enrollments in the high school 
is without parallel in history, approximately four hundred per cent 
in twenty-five years. This brought with it great changes in the student 
body. The secondary schools were not designed to meet the needs of all 
kinds of youth. They were designed to prepare young people for col- 
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lege. ‘Today, however, less than twenty per cent of the high school 
students plan to go to college. In the last few years colleges have 
liberalized and broadened their requirements so that today no high 
school need be bound and restricted to a program narrowly academic. 
Without neglecting college preparation for the few, a democratic system 
of education should more nearly meet the needs of the majority. There 
is one major characteristic of secondary schools that still maintain the 
traditional academic program. The holding power of the school is 
poor, expressed differently, pupil drop-out is relatively high. Where 
high schools lose twenty-five to forty per cent of their pupils in less 
than four years a serious question arises, “ What kind of program of 
secondary education would have kept more of these students in school?” 
The significance of the question is not always readily apparent. A 
careful analysis of intelligence tests would indicate that the less able 
students, for whom a program academic in emphasis is least suited, 
leave school early. Briefly, those who most need education, get the 
least education. We have fought two major wars in the past twenty- 
five years to safeguard the ideals of American democracy, but people, 
in general, have not been too concerned with the constant eating away 
of democracy at its very roots. A broad education is essential if our 
democracy is to successfully meet the complex problems that lie ahead. 
We can scarcely expect a voter to make a wise decision on such matters 
as foreign policy, taxation, housing, the tariff and agriculture on the 
basis of what he learns in grade school. High school students have 
difficulty in acquiring the information necessary to form an intelligent 
opinion on these questions. Yet we expect these pupils who drop out 
of school to make choices that tax the judgment of our ablest citizens. 
If they know little of economics or world affairs they are likely to be 
easily fooled by demagogues and propagandist. The schools would be 
remiss in their obligation of preparing youth for living in a democratic 
society if they did not make every effort to develop interest in public 
affairs, and the abilities necessary to think effectively on important 
questions. If citizens generally are not interested in civic affairs, are 
unwilling to get at the facts, and indulge in shallow thinking or blindly 
accept false leadership, American democracy is in serious danger. The 
responsibility for adequately preparing all our youth for future citizen- 
ship is the keynote of the modern high school, we cannot dodge this 
responsibility. 


Educational research into the psychology of learning has been 
demonstrated and dramatized by the Army and Navy during the war 
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years. Some educators and the public have been slow in accepting new 
ideas regarding the mechanics of learning. Briefly, the learner needs 
incentive through a realization of the usefulness of what he is learning 
and, in addition, through the opportunity to put newly acquired skills 
and knowledges to immediate, practical use. Professor Thorndike of 
Columbia states it thus, “ The time for learning is the time when learn- 
ing satisfies some real need, and is made use of at once and so is kept 
alive for further use.” So-called cold-storage education where the learner 
was told to “learn this, you may need it sometime in the distant 
future,” no longer meets the needs of our present day youth. Schools 
have successfully demonstrated that they can be living democracies, 
that democracy is not something you encounter after graduation or out- 
side of school. Closely allied with the above idea is the vast increase in 
extracurricular activites, so-called. The old idea that extracurricular 
activities was something that interfered with the real business of the 
school — learning and reciting lessons—is fortunately disappearing. 
There are too many worthwhile learning experiences in student council 
organizations, home room organizations, foreign language clubs, liter- 
ary clubs, school papers, school socials, et cetera, for educators to over- 
look. ‘These activities provide opportunities for pupils to plan intel- 
ligently, to work co-operatively, to choose leaders wisely, to make de- 
cisions and to accept responsibilities that far outstrip traditional subject- 
matter courses. They are justified because they best meet the individual 
differences, needs, and abilities of our pupils. Healthy, vigorous life 
invariably exhibits signs of change and development, your school cannot 
be an exception; they must be a dynamic agency in the development 
of youth to take their place in society. Likewise the increased use of 
audio-visual aids ties in closely with recent research findings. Never 
were these aids more widely and successfully used than by the Army 
and Navy and their advice to the schools is identical with the findings 
of educational research, more learning in less time. They actually 
strengthen and shorten the learning process. No motion picture or other 
visual-sensory aid, however useful, can do the job alone. They are 
good only if applied when and where and as they should be applied 
and there is a place in nearly every teaching situation for their effective 
use. Educators can no longer circumvent the use of so effective an 
educational tool. 

I should like to continue with other changes in the field of secon- 
dary education, but there are other matters that must be mentioned. 
Early last Fall a deputy commissioner from the State Department of 
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Education visited the schoolhouse as a result of a complaint regarding 
overcrowded conditions in the classrooms. His observation was similar 
to that of various citizens with whom I have talked. Phillips needs a 
new schoolhouse and probably has needed one for some years past. 
This matter should receive serious consideration by the town, it is that 
important an undertaking. It would seem sensible that a Fact-Finding 
Committee be appointed to work with the School Committee, in deter- 
mining the advisability of erecting a new school building and _ ascer- 
taining the cost if one is found needed. This committee might, in 
turn, find it advisable to employ a disinterested educational authority 
to determine school building needs and make recommendations. This 
project might well be the beginning of better educational opportunities 
for the boys and girls of Phillips. 

Everywhere, the public is aware of the crisis facing education. 
Citizens are no longer satisfied with anything short of the best where the 
education of their children is concerned. There can be but one reser- 
vation, our expenditures must be compatible with our resources. At 
the present time the State Legislature is combining the better features 
of the MacKinnon Bill and the Russell Bill. A minimum salary of 
fifteen hundred dollars is in prospect, with. step-rate increases for ex- 
perience and additional training. Our 1947-48 school budget must re- 
flect not only this increase in teachers’ salaries, but it must also reflect 
a twenty to forty per cent increase in the cost of textbooks and supplies, 
and a corresponding increase for other school services. This is one 
area where your support is absolutely essential. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation to you of the School 
Committee and to the many other individuals, who, by their coopera- 
tion and interest, have made a difficult educational year possible.

Report of School Physician 


To the Citizens of the Town of Phillips: 


I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the term April 
1, 1946 to March 1, 1947. 

This year a new system of examining the pupils was instituted. 
Instead of examining every pupil in the school, grades 1, 4, 7, and 12 
were selected and each one given a thorough physical examination. 
Along with these those who had defects from previous examinations 
were rechecked and in addition any pupil from grades not mentioned 
above who, in the opinion of the teacher or Miss Hoyt, the Health 
Nurse, appeared to need attention. By this method each child will be 
examined at least four times in his or her school life and a more careful 
check can be made on those requiring such attention. The most serious 
defects noted this year were carious teeth and tonsils. 

As a matter of record of the 26 sub-primary pupils examined there 
were 15 with carious teeth, 6 with tonsils needing attention, and 2 with 
posture defects. In grade 9 there were 23 with carious teeth and 8 with 
defective tonsils. In grade 7 there were 8 with carious teeth and 7 with 
defective tonsils. These figures point out the urgent need for the parents 
to see their family physician and secure his advice for the correction of 
these defects. 

Early this winter there were rumors of a social disease being pre- 
valent in the school but investigation through the State Board of Health 
proved these to be false. 

Vaccination and immunization was carried out by Miss Hoyt and 
Dr. Arms. This procedure will be done again this spring and it is 
earnestly hoped that those who have not had this done will avail them- 
selves of this valuable protection.

School Department, Town of Phillips 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Phillips: 


In common with many other communities throughout the United 
States, Phillips is face to face with the problem of increased enrollments 
in the lower elementary grades. The birth rate figures for the past 
eight years in Phillips and Avon as taken from the Town Reports are 
as follows: ;

It should be clear from these figures, that as of September, 1947, and 
continuing for at least another six years, sub-primary enrollments will 
range from a minimum of thirty pupils to a maximum of forty-five 
pupils. As these pupils advance a grade each year the same enrollment 
problem will similarly affect other grades. At the present time your 
elementary grades are on a two grades per teacher basis. This is easily 
justified when the maximum enrollment per teacher does not exceed 
forty pupils. Phillips has already arrived at the point where a one 
teacher per grade basis of instruction is necessary. No teacher, how- 
ever conscientious, can do satisfactory work with class enrollments ap- 
proaching fifty pupils in two grades. A class size of thirty pupils in 
one grade is a desirable objective for our schools. 

The problem of increased enrollments inevitably leads to the sub- 
ject of school housing facilities. A realistic outlook, based upon what 
the facts conclude, makes a school building program a first essential 
for Phillips. It is highly advisable that the town selectmen appoint a 
school building committee to work with your superintendent and school 
committee to determine the educational pattern of the school district 
for the next twenty-five to forty years, and as a result of their study to 
recommend a schoo] building program for the town. Community after 
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community throughout this land have concluded that their limited 
amount of taxable property does not provide sufficient funds for them 
to operate their own elementary and secondary school programs. For 
each community to continue their present educational pattern, citizens 
must (1) make a far greater financial sacrifice in raising funds to sup- 
port an adequate educational program, or (2) to so limit and restrict the 
educational program of the elementary and especially the secondary 
schools that under no circumstances can your schools accomplish the 
tasks assigned them. 

Only recently have communities fully realized the importance of 
education. We in this country have elected the world’s most difficult 
type of government to foster and preserve — the democratic way of life. 
Day after day, its preservation represents a neck and neck race be- 
tween education and catastrophe. As communities realize this, they 
have become more willing to support education financially. However, 
to attempt to support a system of education that will become an un- 
bearable financial burden to the community indicates an utter disregard 
for reality. There are some things that our limited resources prudently 
prevent us from doing. Your school building committee should survey 
the total educational picture with this realization in mind. 


The alternative of restricting the educational program of the ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, especially where that program is pres- 
ently at a minimum, becomes an impossibility. Our elementary grades 
now have forty-eight pupils in Mrs. Ronco’s room, fifty-one in Mrs. 
Stowell’s room and fifty-six in Mrs. Chandler’s room. These figures 
require that we expand rather than delimit the educational opportunities 
presented to the pupils of these grades. At the present time, our sec- 
ondary school program is restricted to what three teachers can accom- 
plish in a six-period day and is further restricted by the amount of hous- 
ing space allotted to the High School. Throughout this country, com- 
munities have broadened their secondary school program to include edu- 
cational opportunities for the non-academically minded student as well 
as the academically minded. This is in keeping with the principle of 
equality of educational opportunity. Your High School loses approxi- 
mately forty per cent of its pupils because its program does not meet 
the needs of its pupils. This is a most serious problem for Phillips to 
face. The first task of the school is that of preparing youth for living 
in a democratic society. How is it possible to realize this objective 
when high school courses are designed for college preparation and those 
pupils ill-fit for such a program drop out of school? John W. Stude- 
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baker, U. S. Commissioner of Education, states it more clearly, he says, 
“Too many of our young people are receiving an obsolete education.” 
In no field of human endeavor is the theory “that what was good 
enough twenty or fifty years ago is good enough today” true, least of 
all as it applies to the operation of your schools. I think you will agree 
that this problem requires serious study. 

There are other items I would like to discuss briefly before com- 
pleting this report. Your schools are concerned about the general health 
of their pupils because health is a dominant factor in the learning proc- 
ess. Your school physician and school nurse annually give a thorough 
physical examination to the children of certain grade levels. A_thor- 
ough examination every two or three years is considered preferable to a 
yearly superficial examination. Eye and ear examinations are given 
each year by the teachers. Last Spring Dr. Charles E. Thurlow gave 
generously of his time in a complete dental check-up of all school pupils. 
Parents are sent notices of health deficiencies and asked to consult with 
their family doctor. Prompt attention to these notices is greatly appre- 
ciated and urgently requested. A concomitant of ailing health is ab- 
sence from school. The absence factor is a far more serious element in 
pupil retardation than parents realize, especially in the lower elemen- 
tary grades. The entire health problem can be largely overcome 
through parent-school co-operation. 

Last Fall, your Elementary teachers enjoyed a talk by Miss Eliza- 
beth Sylvester, arithmetic specialist, on “ Putting Meaning into Num- 
ber.” Many teachers have indicated their willingness to attend lectures 
to be given at Farmington by the University of Maine Extension Divi- 
sion on “ Trends in Elementary Education.” When teachers are will- 
ing to spend their time to improve their teaching methods and tech- 
niques, parents can feel more at ease in entrusting the education of 
their children to such teachers. 

Last Spring the Iowa Silent Reading Test was given in the eighth 
grade. Results were as expected, some pupils have a reading ability 
way beyond their grade level, others equal to their grade, others below 
their grade. There is one important reason why I single out reading 
and report it to you. Reading is a tool that every high school pupil 
must be able to use if he is to succeed in his school work. In high 
school eighty to ninety per cent of all study activities require silent read- 
ing as a means of gaining knowledge. Nationally, secondary school 
teachers say reading is the Number | problem of their pupils. Reme- 
dial reading teaching on the high school level, as taught by reading 
specialists, has indicated that pupils progress at a rate which is nearly 
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three times that which is normally expected. Our high school pupils 
can make the same progress, given the same opportunity. It would be 
ideal, however, if we could eliminate the causes leading to reading def- 
ciencies. Unfortunately, our elementary teachers cannot begin to 
approach the problem of individual differences when faced with ap- 
proximately fifty pupils in two grades. As children enter the sub-pri- 
mary, some already know how to read, others are not and will not be 
ready to read for weeks and months. From this point on, no two pupils 
make identical progress in reading through the grades. By the time 
pupils reach the fifth grade, some pupils are capable of reading on the 
seventh or eighth grade level, others have only second and third grade 
reading ability. To be successful in teaching requires that the teacher 
adjust her instruction and reading materials to these individual differ- 
ences, this in turn requires that the pupil load per teacher not exceed 
thirty pupils in a single grade. These same conditions exist in the 
teaching of all other school subjects; you can readily see that teaching 
is more than meets the eyes. 


One of the major problems in keeping your schools operating day 
in and day out is the condition of the boiler. Careful and alert atten- 
tion by a conscientious janitor has extended its life for a number of 
years. Extensive and expensive repairs are essential for its continued 
use. Sound judgment recommends that we replace our present boiler 
with an oil or coal burning boiler. The saving in fuel costs alone should 
offset the purchase price over a period of years. From time to time 
War Assets Administration has boilers for sale and this source should 
be contacted first in order to replace the present boiler at a reasonable 
cost to the town. 


You will note in this year’s financial statement that the unexpected 
balance amounts to twenty-nine hundred dollars. A word or two of 
explanation is in order. At the time money was appropriated last 
March your school authorities did not know whether the new minimum 
pay bill for teachers would be passed by the State Legislature nor on 
what basis the State would reimburse the town for teaching positions. 
Consequently, it was considered best to ask for an appropriation that 
would cover the new minimum pay bill basing our reimbursement for 
teaching positions at the old rate. The State reimbursed the town at a 
higher rate so that approximately twelve hundred dollars of our unex- 
pended balance is from this source. A second source of income, 
amounting to thirteen hundred and eighty-four dollars, is from Avon 


Elementary and High School tuition for the Fall term of 1947, Ordi- 
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narily Avon tuition for the Fall term is not paid until after our books 
close. This year, however, Avon has kept up to date in their tuition 
payments, hence we received income this year that was not anticipated 
one year ago. It is to the credit of the Avon Town Officials that all 
tuition bills have been paid when due and I feel sure they will con- 
tinue this policy in future years. Last year’s budget also provided for a 
Music Supervisor. It was impossible to secure the services of a quali- 
fied teacher for this position. The actual saving in this position, how- 
ever, was offset. Last August, your Superintending School Committee 
acted upon the recommendation of hiring an additional teacher to assist 
Mrs. Chandler and Mrs. Stowell with their teaching duties. Parents, 
generally, recognize that this has resulted in a tremendous advantage 
to the boys and girls in the lower grades. It is unfortunate that space 
does not permit us to hire additional teaching personnel; it is worth 
more than the price you would be required to pay. 

I hesitate to conclude this report because I am not equal to the 
task of expressing my gratitude to the many kind, considerate and co- 
operative individuals, too numerous to mention, who have made my 
work thoroughly enjoyable and perhaps successful educationally. Your 
boys and girls are worthy of the very best; you cannot possibly do too 
much for them in the manner of education. Continue to expend your 
time and energy in their behalf; material pleasure can wait, your child’s 
mind cannot.

Report of School Physician 


To the Citizens of the Town of Phillips: 


I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the term April 


1, 1947 to March 1, 1948. 


Co-operation by the parents and teachers with the physician makes 
healthier school children. This year I am happy to report that more 
attention has been paid to the notices sent out by this office regarding 
necessary corrections noted on the physical examination of the pupils. 
Recent examination of those children needing attention last year dis- 
closed that a very good percentage of the defects had been or were in 
the process of being remedied. This is truly gratifying. 

In the spring smallpox vaccination and , diphtheria inoculations 
were done by myself assisted by the health nurse, Miss Hoyt. The 
response to this valuable service far exceeded our expectations and with 
the exception of the sub-primary group who entered school last fall al- 
most every pupil in the school has been inoculated and vaccinated. 
The sub-primary group will have the opportunity to receive this service 
in the spring. 

Recent examination of the pupils reveals the fact that carious teeth 
are still a great problem, diseased tonsils come next. In regard to the 
latter I cannot feel that my report is complete until I urge every parent 
who receives a notice regarding tonsils in their children to consult their 
Physicians and heed his advice. Diseased tonsils may lead to a lifetime 
of misery for your children. 

This past year Dr. Charles Thurlow gave freely of his time in re- 
examining the teeth and making a careful record of the defects. These 
are on file at the office of the superintendent. 

In closing I wish to thank the parents, teachers, and the pupils 
themselves for their sincere co-operation.

School Department, Town of Phillips 


Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Phillips: 


During the past year, Phillips’ classrooms have felt the first real 
impact of the post-war increase in population. The beginning of the 
school year presented us with an enrollment of over eighty in the sub- 
primary and first grade. This condition was finally corrected during 
the Christmas vacation, and the method of correction proved the mettle 
of the people of Phillips. A citizens’ committee investigated the situa- 
tion, explored possible solutions, and presented its views to the School 
Committee. The removal of the sub-primary to another building, the 
establishment of a noon bus schedule, and the hiring of a new teacher 
seemed a temporary answer to the problem. 


In its characteristic civicminded manner, the American Legion 
offered its home for an additional classroom; with Avon participating, 
noon bus schedules were set up, and Mrs. Grant became our new sub- 
primary teacher. 


Great credit is due to the many townspeople who gave moral sup- 
port to this undertaking and to those who contributed their time and 
energy even to the drudgery of cleaning windows and mopping floors. 
Particular recognition should be given to Olive Thompson, Everett 
Pillsbury, Evan Webber and Hartley Kenniston whose donations pur- 
chased new chairs for the sub-primary. Such community enthusiasm is 
hard to beat, but it is at the same time a sobering fact to learn that 
the approval of the State Department of Education for this change was 
secured on a temporary basis only. It is the uninviting truth that 
further plans must be speeded for the correction of our crowded con- 
ditions. 


A second group of people who deserve recognition in this report 
are those people whose generous contributions of time, labor, and 
material goods have made the School Lunch Program a success. The 
kindness of the Congregational Church members in offering the use of 
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the community building and the pertinacity and perspiration of some 
Farm Bureau folks are chiefly responsible for this. It is difficult to 
find better proof of the value of the program than the word of teachers 
who have commented on the improvement, both physical and mental, 
of many children after participation. To carry this on for the coming 
year, an appropriation of $400 should be made. This is a substantial 
cut from last year. Our aim should be to make it as near self-support- 
ing as possible. 

While on the subject of finances, a word or two regarding the 
increase requested in the appropriation is in order. The chief reason 
for this is the difference in the unexpended balance between this year 
and last. During the previous fiscal year, because of the new minimum 
salary, an unexpected amount was added to our resources. Other 
amounts, not anticipated, came from Avon’s payment of tuition before 
the closing of books. This year’s resources and expenditures for these 
accounts were almost identical. Most of the remainder of the increase 
in appropriation can be accounted for in costs resulting from the ad- 
dition of a new teacher and more classroom space. 

Throughout the year, the teachers of Phillips have displayed a fine 
professional spirit by taking extension, summer school, and corres- 
pondence courses. People, who think that a teacher’s work ends at 
3:30 or at the time of the summer vacation, should bear this in mind. 

In looking ahead, a town as alert to the educational needs of its 
children as Phillips is, should not be indifferent to the urgency of cur- 
riculum expansion in the High School. Finding the solution to this 
condition will require much study. This should not cause it to be 
ignored. Our children usually benefit proportionally from the time 
and thought put into our educational problems. 

As a final word, I wish to thank the School Committee, the citizens 
of Phillips, and its teachers for the spirit of helpfulness which they have 
continually afforded me during my first year with them.

Report of School Physician 


To the Citizens of the Town of Phillips: 


I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the term April 
1, 1948 to March 1, 1949, 


Examination of the pupils was done as is customary and all de- 
fects duly noted and recorded for future reference. During the course 
of my examination this year I noticed with great satisfaction that a 
great many of the conditions reported to the parents last year have 
been corrected, viz, teeth and tonsils. These two things have been the 
most commonly neglected items in the children but with increased in- 
terest shown by the parents in their correction I sincerely hope that in 
the near future we will see fewer such cases. 

This past year we had few cases of contageous diseases which of 
course cut down the number of absentees. This spring, however, with 
the number of cases of chickenpox increasing it will not be surprising 
to have an epidemic among the children of school age. 

Vaccination and immunization of the children will be done at a 
later date and I hope that the parents will give their children this valu- 
able protection.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


PHILLIPS — 1948 


“Public Health” above and beyond “ personal health” has come 
to have a meaning to each and everyone of us. 


In the public health nursing visits to maternal and infant groups, 
special effort has been made to provide health instruction and guid- 
ance to those mothers who are caring for their first babies. At the re- 
quest or approval of the family physician visits have been made early 


to the expectant mothers and continued through the early months of 


the child’s life. 


To provide the guidance which is needed through the infant and 
preschool years we should build up our child health conferences. The 
physical examinations and inoculations against disease received at these 
conferences are valuable. Parents also have an opportunity to ask 
questions and discuss individual problems with the doctor and public 
health nurse at these conferences. Phillips has a large population of 
children under 6 years of age; these children should have the best start 
which can be given them. 


The chest x-ray clinic was attended by several persons on their 
doctor’s recommendation this past year. The x-ray program plays an 
important part in the early diagnosis of tuberculosis, as treatment is 
more effective when started early. 

School health is an integral part of the school curriculum. We no 
longer look at the mind of the child as a thing apart; the effect of 
health on the total child is our goal. 


The Health Council remains the mainspring for health efforts for 


the community; in the year to come there is much which the council 
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can do by securing additional interested members and providing com- 
mittee chairmen to work with your public health nurse on the various 


community health activities needed. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to every one who has 
contributed to the health program of the town of Phillips during this 


past year.

Art. 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of $700.00 
to pay Interest on outstanding notes which will be due and payable 
during the coming year. 


Art. 16. To see what sum if any, the Town will recommend to 
take from the Joint State Aid account for the purpose of applying 
bituminous surface treatment to State Aid Roads, built within the past 
five years, in accordance with provisions of Chapter 132, P. L. 1935. 


Art. 17. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate 
and raise for State. Aid Construction (in addition to the amount 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways, and bridges) under 
the provisions of Sections 25 and 29, Chapter 20, under the provisions 
of Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1944, as amended.

Report of School Physician 


To the Citizens of the Town of Phillips: 


I hereby submit my report as School Physician for the term April 
1, 1949 to March 1, 1950. 


Physical examination of the pupils was done this year with the 
help of the County nurse. All defects were recorded and_ notices 
thereof sent to the parents. At the same time the physical examination 
was done free vaccination and inoculation was offered and given those 
whose parents signed the slips sent home by the children. 

Special effort was taken to see that every child who was’ going 
to participate in sports was throughly examined to safeguard against 
any injurious effect of strenuous exercise. 

This winter we experienced an epidemic of measles and mumps 
which caused quite a number of absentees in the various classrooms and 
at the present writing while there are a fewer children out of school 
the diseases are still rampant. 

As mentioned in my report last year I noticed that again this year 
more of the defects reported to the parents have been corrected and 
this cooperation is gratefully acknowledged. 

Aside from the regular physical examinations I have been called 
on numerous occasions to consult with the teachers regarding some 
minor matter pertaining to the health of a child. 

In closing I might add that at the end of the school year those 
who wish to be vaccinated or immunized may have. this before leaving 
school. This procedure has been popular with those students who are 
planning to attend college etc. where evidence of recent vaccination 
etc. is required.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Phillips: 


In submitting this annual report of the Phillips schools, I wish to 
express my appreciation to the members of the School Committee, 
teachers, and citizens for their help and cooperation in maintaining the 
educational program. That our program needs much further study 
and improvement is apparent, and only an understanding of our 
weaknesses can bring about changes necessary to establish a more 
satisfying educational offering. 


Teachers 


The town is fortunate in having certified teachers in all positions. 
Changes in personnel at the beginning of the school year were as 
follows: Agnes Allen replaced Pauline Page as Assistant in the High 
School and is teaching English, French and Latin as well as serving as 
Coach of Dramatics. Robert McNaught succeeded J. Stewart Thurston 
as teacher of Social Studies and Coach of Athletics. In the Grammar 
School, L. Pete Gattrell replaced Ray Conant as Principal and teacher 
of the upper grades. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


Except for a lowering of average attendance during a part of 
January and February because of an epidemic of measles and mumps, 
attendance of pupils has been satisfactory. Parents have cooperated in 
keeping their children in school, a fact which is encouraging. Enroll- 
ment is approximately the same as last year, with congested areas 
existing in the second and third grade room and in the upper grades. 
Next year there will be about 70 pupils in Grades 2 and 3, the factor 
that will cause the greatest problem. There is no possible way that 
teachers can cope with this number in the rooms available and provide 
the children with the kind of program they should receive. 
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School Buildings 

The acute problem in Phillips is in the immediate need of adequate 
classroom space. At the present time we are housing the Junior 
Primary at the Legion Home, a measure approved only in temporary 
emergency by the State Department. Toilet facilities are inadequate, 
heating is not dependable, and the room does not, for many reasons, 
lend itself to classroom use. 

The grades and high school are still forced to use two rooms on 
the third floor of the main building. No child is safe at any time on 
this floor, and beyond the factor of safety, the rooms are too small, too 
poorly lighted, and too poorly ventilated. If continued in use beyond 
the present year, two exterior metal fire escapes must be provided as 
the least thing possible to do as a safety measure. Danger from fire 
does not come so much from the heating plant as from other sources. 
In similar buildings throughout the country where timbers and frame- 
work have aged with time and where electrical wiring has became 
worn, flash fires extending quickly throughout the structure have caused 
disaster. This could happen here. 


Repairs and Equipment 

This account is overdrawn because of a larger payment than anti- 
cipated made on insulation, and the necessity of securing additional 
seating. More seating will be needed next year and fire preventative 
measures required by the State Insurance Department call for erection 
of exterior metal fire escapes, a fireproof room around the heating plant, 
installation of panic bars on exit doors at the main buildings and 
changing doors on the first grade building to swing outward. In. 
addition, other needs are: a new bell signal system, filing cabinets book 
cases, and application of floor seal to the floors of classrooms and 
hallways. If for no other reason than sanitation, floors should not be 
left untreated as they now are. 


Books and Supplies 
Text and workbooks for regular class work in basic subjects are 
fairly adequate but a definite lack exists in reference works and library 
works on various grade levels. Handcraft materials would, if provided, 
enrich the work in nearly all lower grades. 


School Lunch 


Undoubtedly one of the most valuable things being done for the 
children is in the maintenance of the School Lunch Program sponsored 
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by the Farm Bureau. The serving of adequate, wholesome, and 
balanced meals at small cost to the pupils, a project for which Maxine 
Masterman as supervisor, and Beatrice Golden as director deserve great 
credit, is perhaps one of the most satisfying aspects of our school 
program. 


Conclusion 


Definite action for school improvement should be taken by the 
citizens immediately. To delay longer in order to provide more for 
pupils some years hence has some laudable aspects but we would be 
neglecting the welfare of too many already in our classrooms. In any 
definite action taken, there are these very real problems to consider: 


1. Elimination of the Legion Home as a temporary classroom. 

Elimination of the use of the third floor in the main building. 

Providing additional classroom space for the grades in a manner 

that would not prevent further expansion in the future and 

require little or no expenditures of funds on the main building. 

4. Expansion of the high school offering, which now offers to 
students only a narrow curriculum and meets the needs of 
only a few. 
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A possible solution of our problem, taking into consideration the 
above, would be for the immediate construction of a new elementary 
building having four to six classrooms. If made available by next fall, 
we would be in a position to eliminate the Legion’ Home and third 
floor of the main building, by allocating pupils as follows: 

Lower grades in the new building. 

Upper grades on the lower floor of the main building. 

The High School on the second floor of the main building, with 
a possible partition in the present Grades 7-8 room and addition 
of one occupational course, such as Commercial.

It should be noted that any new elementary building must be 
designed as merely the first classroom unit of a plant which could be 
expanded at any time in the future.
